CliicAao, .Tilly — Tlie snii wont 
down on by far tlic most turbulent iind 
critical day thus far iu tbe unparalleled 
ndlroad atrike and bogrcott. When it 
opened there was a general feeling that 
its paaaage wonld go far toward clear- 
ing thn atmosphere, if, indood, it did 
not i)riu;tif:ill y lift the embargo on com- 
merce, which hius held fl)is city in its 
grip for thu past week, was that expecta- 
tion waa cbiefly bawd on the presence 
of federal taroopa in the moet daageronji 
diilriula. * 

Looking at the eitnation at the close 
of the dav, however, it most be con- 
fessed trittt tlie hops' iiidulf^ed 
at the oiH'inri(f in this regard, li;us 
not been justitied. Tlie troops were 
few in number, at best, and when 
they were <livi(le(l into s(i-,iad8 and dis- 
tributed at jyjints sepiu-atcd by veryeon- 
siderable distances, it soon became evi- 
dent that their prestige ua overawing 
bodlei^ had been fUMQMtod at the Mune 
time. 

Instead of fleeing in fear before the 
faei'S of two veterans, iis was exjX'cted 
they would do, the lurbnh^nt thimsamls 
surged about the little band of soldiers, 
jeered and hooted at them, cast vile cpi 
thets at them and literally played hide 
and seek with them, stoi>ping trains at 
will, and generally reiKlering the «m- 
bargo in the military distri<;t more ef- 
fective, if possible, than before. 

The throngs of strikers did not resist 
Uncle Sam's police. Again aud again 
when there were thousands of them 
about a train, which it was sou,7lit to 
move, und on the track in front of it, 
they gave way like water before the 
leveled bayonets of a single company of 
infantry, or the trampling of a single 
squad of cavaby. Like water, too, they 
oloaed in again at a point just beyond. 
They tnmed switches, derailed freight- 
oara in front of the slow moving train 
and played all sorts of railroadera^tricka 
with which the soldiera wera onao- 
qnainted.* Thoa it waa «hal tiie troops 
M the stockyards in perseyeranoe and 
patience spent the entire day in a vain 
ettSeayor to get one traiulood of dressed 
beef ont of sight of the starting point. 

Another and pleasanter thing this ex- 
perience showed, and that was the ad- 
mirable ooolaess, aatf-poiae and disd- 
pliue of the troops thxoui^Kmt an exas- 
perating 12 hoiira. Kot a shot was 
med; not a man waa pricked by a bayo- 
net, which arraea that, with force 
enongh, the aoldiera womd have done 
the work which was expected of them. 
The quality was there; merely the 
quantity was lacking. 

Aside from the imuiediato neighbor- 
hood where the trcwps wtni- operating, 
there wa« plenty of excitement and dis- 
order. Great ni^hs gathered on the 
Lake Shore. Roek Island, Alton and 
Western Indiana tnu'ks and proceeded 
to obstrucl them by overturning box- 
cars, breaking switches and the like. 
At one point tliey set fire to a switch- 
tower and an interk)cking switc-hbox, 
though tht^ flames were extinguished bo- 
fore .serious dauia^'e w a.s done. 

In two iiistances thens w:ik bhxxlshed. 
On the Western Indiana tracks a hard 
pressed special jMiliceman tired at his 
pursuers, wounding a striker in the leg. 
On the Lake Shore road an ollicial of 
that c.omiiany, in charge of a train 
which he was endeavoring to force 
through, emptied liis revolver \x)int 
blank into the massed strikers about 
him, wounding two or three it is be- 
lieved. He W!w saved from the fnry of 
the mob by liis engine«!r, w imputon 
•team oud ran bock to the point of start- 



shortly after noon a mob numbering 
2,000 starting north on the Lake Shore 
tracks at Thirty-seventh street over- 
turning cars und obstructing the line in 
every possible way. They were not 
checked nntil they reached Twenty-sec- 
ond atreetv where a heavy foroe of police 
waa massed and anooeededin turning 
them back. 

During the afternoon Mayor Hopkina 
and Chief of Police Brennan went down 
the Lake Shore road with an official of 
thatroad. intendiiigtogoto the stock- 
yarda. Their passage was obstmoted 
and they were compiled to finish the 
journey on foot. 

Of the strike in general, it mav be said 
that it has broadened during the day. 
The Big Four, on which it wns under- 
8too<l traffic was to be resumed by agree- 
ment, is practically tied up. 

At Joln't everything is at a standstill, 
iH'cause theyar<inien have gone out, and 
the city waterworks have shut down for 
lack of coal. 

Kansas f'ity is again tied up pretty 
conipleti ly. 

The federal tnxips ([uiekly put an end 
to the trorble at Kaiiui, N. M., an-est- 
ing a lot of btrikttrs oud starting them 
for Denver, though they may M hong 
up on the way 

Paralysis 'I'ontinnes on the Pacific 
coast. There ai"e federal tro^^ps at Los 
Angeles, bnt none have l>een st^nt to 
Bacramouto or Oakhuid, iH>nding a de- 
cision of the (lut^slion whetlior o^r not 
the state troops and United States mar- 
cope with the sitnatiion. 



WHY THi PULLMAN MEN STRUCK. 

VreskUat Deks Imms aa Addnss to the 

rnbUa. . 

CmcAfK), .Tuly ((.—President Debs of 
the .i^ericau Railway nnion has issued 



on address to tne public, ine purptirt of 
which, he said, was to aoqoaint the peo- 
ple with the facts relating to Ihejpresent 
trouble. He declared that the FUlman 
employes who atmck on May 6 did so 
eutarely of their own acocnd. Thefar 
action was spontaneous and unanimons, 
a levoh luiainst a serleaof deep-seated 
wrongs of long standing. Liibor leaders 
not omj had no part in it, bat those 
connected with the American Bailway 
union advised asainat it. The employes 
at Pollman haa virtnally become the 
slaves of the oonwration. 

At the time of the strike they wen; iu 
arrears for rent alone to the extent of 
170,000. Within a short time they 
would have beoome hopelessly involved 
in debt and wonld have mortguge(i soul 
and Ixxiy to the Pullman company. 
Thiii had reo^jltcd becaose while wage* 
kad been rednoed, the scat tUMaghaA 
remaiaed the same. 

The employM from the beglnnlikg had 
been willing to arbitrate their differ- 
ences with flie cwnipttny. This was *till 
their position. The claims of tl»e com 
pany that thorp was nothing to arbitrate 
was absurd. Committee aft<'r conimit- 
t-ee waited on the ottlcials of the com- 
pany, but was always repulsed. The 
company was and ii atUl as unyielding 

as adiunant. 

I'lnally. on .Tune 12, the delegates of 
the Ainerii an Hallway union met in 
convetitimi in ( Miu-aLfo. The Pullman 
trouble h;ul Ihmmi discussed at their l(K-al 
meetings. Many of the d( le;,'ates came 
instructed. Two committees were sent 
to the officials, but no safist'a/tidn could 
be obtained. As a hust re.sort the dele- 
gates det«rniiiiefl by unanimous vote to 
decline to haul Pullman cjurs unless the 
company would do justice within five 
days. This action was' taken six weeks 
after the strike at Pnllnian occurred. 

How did the strike extend to the rail- 
ways ? The day before the o'der of the 
union declining to haul Pullman cars 
went into effect the (Joneral Managers' 
a.ssociation, representing the principal 
western railway.s, met and agreed to 
uphold the Pullman company in its 
tight against its employes, that they 
would iiaul Pullman cars and that they 
would stand togetlier iu cruahing the 
life out of the American Railway onion. 
Trouble resulting had spread from 
lint) to line and frmu aystem to mtem 
until a crisis had beennaohed. Bverv 
good citiaen must view the oatlook with 
grave oonoertt. 

What conld be done to restore peace 
and oonfldenoe? The American Rail- 
way union atood ready to do anjrthing 
in its power that was honorable to end 
the trouble. It simply insisted that the 
Pnllman company shall meet its em- 
ployes and do them jnatioe. The latter 
would accept any reasonable pn)p<)si- 
tion. The company might act through 
its officers or otherwise, and the em- 
ployes thn>ugh their chosen representa- 
tives. Let them agree so far us they 
could and submit disput^'d points to ar- 
bitration. The question of tlie recogni- 
tion of the Americim Railway union or 
any other organization was waived. 

Let the spirit of conciliation, nintnal 
concession and compromise aniniate and 
gfovern both sides and there would be no 
trouble in reaching a settlement that 
would be satisfactory to all concenieil. 
Then let the railroiuls agree to restore 
all their employes to their situation 
without prejudice :>nd tlie ti ouble would 
be endwl. The railways were not re- 
quired to recognize tin' American Hail- 
way union. If any thought this a weak- 
ening on the part of tlw employeii they 
were weh^ome to the solace of the con- 
clusion. Tlie employes had been mis- 
rc^presentcd, but they believed the tmth 
would finally prevail. 

As to the charge that this w as a sym- 
pathetic strike the, employes had done 
only what the oorporations had done. 
Other organizations of workingmen had 
felt the oppressive hand of corporate 
capital. They wonld not be called out 
but would go out. 

As to hu own part, in the strike Mr. 
Debs sidd it was not oroered by himself 
uoT by any other in<iividual. He luid 
never ordered nor called anybo<ly out. 
Under the i-ules of the American Rail- 
way union members could o<.ly strike 
when a minority of their nimiber so de- 
cided. One vme of the delegates in 
this instanoe was unanimous. When- 
ever men have strook they have done so 
of their own wilL He had ilm^ 
served the notice after the nan had de- 
termined to quit. 

"In dosing," said Mr. Debs, "let me 
repeat that we stand ready to do omr 
put toward averting the impending 
criala. We have no falsi^ pride to stand 
in the way of a settlement. We do not 
want 'official' recognition. All we ask 
is fair play for the men who have 
chosen us to represent them. If the 
corporations refuse to yield and stub- 
bornly maintain that there 'is luithing 
to arbitrate,' the responsibility for what 
may ensue will bo up<ju their hands, 
and they can not cscaiie its penalties. "

Keck aud .Michael McCaiiti, went into a 
saliKin at Western avi niie to get ailrink. 
Thi-re was (piitii a crowd standing 
around the plac at the time, and the 
deputies were iiooted at. Wh(!n they 
came out ^ome uuc. began throwing 
rocks at them, and the deputies pulled 
tlieir rev(<lvers and beg.m tiring. 

At this time there wiW a l.irge crowd 
around them, and Henry Koehr and 
August Ko.ss received bnliets in the arm 
and leg, i-espectively. The shooting at- 
tracted tiie attention of the police and 
the two men wwre arrested. At this 
time the crowd was thoroughly enrage<l 
at the action of the deputies, and there 
waa threats of lynching them. They 
were guarded, however, by the poUoe.

PLAN TO PREVENT STmRBS. 

One WUl SooB Bo FrosoBtod to lAbor 
iMdon by CoBgrsMiBBB MoObmb. 

WASHiNaroN, July 6.— Representa- 
tive McGann, chairman of the commit- 
tee of labor of the house of repre>enia 
tiyes, is |>i\.Y>i.;'i£;g u v^Iau f^r avoiding 
strikes, which lie will soon present to 
Pr<>sidont Debs of the Amc.ioan Railway 
union, to President Gomper uf the 
Federation of Labor and to the heads 
of largo railroad and other corpomtions 
employing labor. 

Mr. MoUan's plan does not contem- 
plate a law, but a con ti act between em- 
plover and employed, by which etioh 
will agree to submit dilferoncee to arbi- 
tration. Mr. McGhum says that his ex- 
perience at the head of the labor com- 
mittee has shown him that few federal 
laws of any value to labor 'can be en- 
acted, owing to the conatitntional ob- 
jection that congress and the federal gov- 
ernmentfcau legislate only on interstate 
questions and most atrikea are wholly 
within state lines. 

Mr. McGbum believes that a contract 
between the parties will be more «'lTecti v*^ 
than a law, and he is drawing up a 
rough form of such contract. It is, of 
course, .advisory, and will be submitted 
to the conspicuous labor leaders uud oiu- 
ployes, but Mr. Met ianu tlunks it Will 
rocommeiid it.self to them. 

Til'- contract is to Im' a prere(iaisite (o 
any employment. It will recite tliat ihe 
l)arties will avoid strikes and other 
radical means of renndying abuses by 
agi-eeing to refer all di>aKi>' nieiits to 
an arbitrator (jr to ubottX'dof urbiirators, 
each party naming one and the tWO 
nauiiii'/ the third. 

Willi this contrart in existence arbi- 
tration would be assured in advance of 
a ^ne\ ance arising, and no strike could 
ix cur without a breach of the contract 
by one party or the other, which breach, 
iu Mr. .Mc(tann"s judgment, would turn 
public sentiment against the one to 
uri'ak the agreement and thus conii)el 
him to aeiede to Tl\e arbitration Contract. 

Air. .Mi Hann .says the general adop- 
tion of slu li an arbitration contract 
would give individual rights to each la- 
borer, and would thus tend to do away 
with unions. It would also aid the em- 
ployer in avoiding the loss from strikes.

shot Leonard in the neck and he bled to 
death in about 80 mlnntaa. Tlunnps<m 
was arrested.

A LETTER TO THE PRESIDENT.

Dkaii .Sir— I aai advi-r.l tli. t you have 
ordered fi'deral trMop.. to u;o i:it(i rvice in 
the Stat* of Illiiuii-i, S..r<'Iy th.' f.'icts have 
not l)prn corrcc tly picscnted to you in this 
fii.s*', or you Would nut have taken tins 
step, for it is cut iri ls umiecess/iry and, as 
It seems to Mie, mi justitiable. Waiving all 
questions of courtesy, I will say that the 
Btat« of Illinois is not only able to take 
care of itself, but it stands ready today to 
furnish the federal govci innL'nt any assist- 
ance it may need elsewhere. 

Our miliUiry force is ample and consists 
of as good soldiers as can be found in thy 
count I y. They have In-eii ordered out 
promptly whenever aud wherever they 
were needed. We have st.itioued in I'lii- 
cRgo hIoup tliree regiments of infantry, 
one batt»Ty and one iroop of c ivalry, and 
no better ^(jldiers cau l)e found. They 
hav lie> ii r.-.i ly every moment to go on 
duly and have been, and are now eager to 
go into service. But ihey have not been 
ordered out because nobody iu Cook coun- 
ty, whether ofHclal or private citisen, 
asked to have their assistance, or even in 
timated in any way that their assistance 
was desired or ileces-sary. 

So far ius I have been advist'd the hn al 
offlcials have been able to handle tbe situ- 
ation. But if any assistance were needed, 
the state stood ready to furnish 100 men 
for every one man required and stood ready 
to do so at a moment's notice. Notwith- 
standing these facts, tbe federal govern- 
ment had been applied by the men who 
had political and selfish motives for want- 
ing to ignore the state government. We 
have Jnst'gone through a long coal strike, 
more extensive here than in any other 
state, because oar soft coal field is larger 
than that of any other state, we have now- 
had 10 days of the railroad strike, and wp 
have promptly famished military aid 
wherever the local offldals needed it 

In two instances the United States mar 
shal for tbe southern dlstrlet of niinois ap- 
plied lor assistance to enable him to en- 
force the process e s of the United States 
court, and troopa were promptly furnished 
hi ra, and he was assisted in every way be 
desired. The law has been thoroughly 
e.\ecnted and every man guilty of violat 
ing it daring the strike has been btougbt 
to Justice. If tbe marshal for the northern 
district of Illinois o^ the authorities of 
Cook county needed military assistance 
they bad but to ask for it in order to gat it 
from the state. 

At present some of our railroads are par- 
alyzed, not by reason of obstructions, but 
because they can not get men to operate 
their trains. For some reason they are 
anxious to keep this fact from the public 
aud for this purpose are making an outcry 
about obstructions in order to divert at- 
tention. Now I will cite to you two e.\ 
amples which illustrates tin- -iluation: 

Some days ago I was advised tliat the 
biisiiie.ss ot one (if our riolmads was ob 
f-triu ted at two r.iilroad centers — that 
there was a 'oihlit ion boi'deriut; on an 
urchy there, and 1 w,is a-ked to fmiiish 
protection so as to enable the employes of 
Ihu mad to operate the trains. 'rr<i()ps 
were promt ly ordered to lioth poinl>i. 
Then it transpired that the company liiul 
not sufficient men on its lines to operate 
one train. The old hands were orderlv, 
hut refused to go. 'I'he company had laiue 
chillis, ill wliich Worked a number of iiu-u 
wliodidnot beloii;; to the railway union 
and who could run an engine. They were 
appealed to t.. run the train, but ti.uly re- 
fused. We were obliged to bunt up sol- 
diers who oonid run an eng^ and operate 

u train. 

Ag.iin, two days a:j;i), appeaN, which 
were ;dnio-l Iraniic, came from ollirials of 
another road, stating that at an important 
point on tlieir line trains were forcibly ob- 
strticted and lliat there was a reiicn of an- 
archy at that place, and they asked for pro- 
tection so that they could move tlieir 
traln.s. Troops were put on the ground in 
a few flours' time, when the otlicer in com 
mand telegraphed me that there was no 
trouble and hud iM-en none at that point, 
but the road seemed to have no men to run 
trains, aud the sheriff telegraphed that he 
did not need troops, but would liimstdf 
move every train if the company would 
only furinsh an eiminecr. 

The result was thai tbe troops were 
there over 13 hours before a single train 
was move<l, although there was no attempt 
at interference by anybody. It ia true 
that in several instances a road made ef- 
forts to worlc a few green men, and a 
crowd standing around insulted them and 
tried to drive them away, and in a few- 
other cases they cutoff Pullman sleepers 
from trains. But all these troubles were 
local in character and could easily be 
bandied by tbe state anthoiitias. Illinois 
has more railroad men than any other 
sute in the Union, bnt as a role they are 
orderly and well behaved. 

This is shown by the faet that so very 
little abtnal violenoe has bean committed. 
Only a very small per cent of these men 
haa been guilty ot any Uifractloas of the 
Uw. The nswapanar aoeounU have in 
many oaasa been' pore tabrioattons and in 
others wild ezagg#atioiia. I have gone 
thus into details to show that it is not sol- 
diers that the railroads need so much as it 
is wen to operate trains and. that tbe con- 



ditions do not exist bere wbicQ brihg the 
cause within the federal statutes, a statute 
that was passed in 1861 and was in reality 
a war measure. This statute authorised 
tbe use of federal troops in a state when- 
ever it sliall be impracticable to enforce 
the laws of the United States within such 
states by the ordinary jadicial proceedings. 

Snch a condition does not exist in Illi- 
nois. Tiu re have been a few local dis- 
tnrlmnces but nothing that seriously in- 
terfered witL the administration of justice 
or that could not be easily controlled by 
the local or state authorities, for the fed- 
eral troops am do uothing that the state 
troops can not do. I repeat that yon have 
been impose<l upon in this matter, but even 
if b7a forced construction, it were held 
that the conditions here came within the 
letter of the statute, then I submit that 
local seU-govemiiient is a fundamental 
principal of our constitution. Each com- 
munily shall govern MseU aolaafl as it can 
and is ready aad able ta cnf oree the law, 
and it is ia harmeny with this fnada- 
mental prindple that the statute authoris- 
!ii:r tbe president to send treeps into 

.<ie>* must be construed, especially in this 
•o ill matters relating to the exercise of 
I he police power and the preservation of 
law and order. 

To absolutely ignore a local government 
in mutters of this kind, when the local 
government is ready to furnish assistance 
needed and is amply able to enforce the 
law, not only insults the people of this 
state by imputing to them an iii.-ibility to 
govern themselves or an unwillingness to 
enforce the l.iw. but is in violation of a 
bivic principle of our institutions. The 
question ot lederal viipn inmy in no way 
iiivoivfd.

Federal troops were sent to Cbicflgo In 
strict accordance with the constitution 
and laws of the L'nited .States upon the de- 
mand of tbe post office depart nient that ob- 
struction of the mails should be removed, 
and upon tbe representations of the judi- 
cial ofiicers of the United States that pro- 
cess of the federal courts could not be ex- 
ecuted through the ordinaiy means, and 
upon abundant proof that conspiracies ex- 
isted against commerce between the states. 

To meet these conditions, wbicli are 
clearly within the province of federal au- 
thority, the presence of federal troops in 
the city of Chicago was deemed not only 
proper, but necessary, and there has been 
no intention of thereby interfering with 
the plain duty of the local authoritiea to 
pnaarve tbe peace of the city.

«Ul of the 0. and 0 , Scores the 
Obicago MllUonaira. 

Colonel J. T. Ilarahau, formerly an 
ofHcial of the C. and O. but now Vice 
I'resident of the Illinoia Central Rail- 
,..6ceiu« roiid, >;ave Pullman, the millionaire pal- 
ace car manufacturer, a hot roast a few 
daya ago. 

Ml. Ilaralian married Mlat Kehoe, of 
this city, and has many frionda here wlio 
will read his interview with eapecial in- 
terest. Tlie riiicago Times says Pull- 
man entered Mr. Ilarahan's office and 
closing the door to the rooms where the 
clerks are stationed, he took a chair. 
The air at once became sultry. Vice 
President Harahan has a leKitimate 
grievance against Pullnuui, and he lost 
no time in airing it in an artistic and 
forceful manner. Pullman began to talk 
about the strike and its effects on the 
Illinois Central. Thia waa tiio opening 
wedge. It aroused all the ire in the 
portly form of the N'ice Preaident, and, 
turning in hia chair, hia eyea biased as 
they riveted themselves ontho aolo eause 
of the present trouble. 

" You are not tit to govern men," said 
Vice President Harahan. " Instead of vis 
itingyour own works you have a number 
of superintendents who furnish yon w ith 
reports," aaid Harahan, "and when they 
are colored to anit you, you take them aa 
ia< ts and the result is that business is 
emiiargoed. Poverty atalkaali over yonr 
grounds. In a word, yon are alone re- 
sponsible for the present condition of 
tilings among railroads. Why don't you 
go out among yonr employee and see 
things for yourself ; if yon did there would 
be no such trouble. 

" You think, perhaps, that because you 
have a coutract with thia company that 
you can rub it into us! But yoa ega't,' 
continued Harahan. " Xevorwlllwvattb* 
mit to it," and then he threw hia hat 
against the floor for the purpose of giv- 
ing emphasis to the ultimatum of the 
Illinoia Central Railroad Company. 

Pnlltnan'a hat retted againat the aide 
of the desk, and in his .agony he trampled 
it under foot. For once the antoorat 
had met bit match, and oold, indltpnta- 
ble fact« were hurled at him abtO he pre* 
sent«d a pitiable sight. 

Mr. Daly looked on in utter astonish- 
ment at the scene. He waa likewise 
troubled. When silence became abso- 
lutely i>ainful Pullman made an eflbrt to 
speak. He didn't finish the sentence 
when Harahan again began to impale 
him. 

" Mr. Pullman, the railroads are losing 
$.1)0,000 a day owing to yonr obetinacy," 

said Mr. Harahan. "It is inexplicable 
to me why you should ever permit auch 
a condition of aflUit to prevail without 

becoming personally cognizant of the 
situation. You are unfit to be a Presi- 
dent of any company. You know noth- 
in;r of flie actual condition of thinjrs, and 
if you went to your niuch-talked-of town 
tOKlay the chancea are that you would 
receive serious treatment. Still the situ- 
ation does not seem to worry you. You 
are dehideil with the idea that the rail- 
roads will fight your battles. Never waa 
man more badly mistaken. It may 
take some time for this fact t.i impress 
itself upon you, but the time will surely 
come, and when yon begin to adjust mat- 
ters it may be too late, .'^uch itrnorance 
of such a deplorable condition of aflairs 
on the part of the Preaident of auoh a 
cotnjianyas you rejiresent is simply 1am- 
ntable. The womler is that the trouble 
w as not precipitated sooner. 

" Why, you're a figurehead; you're not 
the actual President of the Pullman 
company, tor if you were you'd know 
something about the actual state of af> 
fain." 

After Viie President Harahan had given 
\\m opinion of George M. Pullman to the 
atter gentleman'a perapiring face it be- 
•ame apparent tn ^Ir. Pullman that the 
cooling breeze from the lake would do 
more toward reviving him than a further 
stay in the jirivate office of Vice Presi- 
enl Harahan, of the Illinois Central 
Railroad (lomiiany.

Tho iirv was dis<'ovori'd by several 
boya ill the sonthwestern corner of the 
first floor of the terminal station. When 
first seen it was but an incipient blaze, 
and the Ikivs I'lKli uvuied to stamp it out 
for several minutes. They were unsuc- 
cessful, however, as the fierce pale 
•which was then blowing from the south- 
west fanneil the- fire, and before an 
alarm could bi' turned 111 the; tire had 
reached thi' second story of thebuildinp. 

Owiiif? to the distance which sep;irated 
nost of the engine compaiiios from the 
pceuo of the tire, there was cousiderablo 
<lelay in getting a stream of water upon 
the blazing structure. The first alarm 
was immodiateiy followed by a li H 
call, and this by a special call for 1(> en- 
gines. By the time the first detach- 
ment of engines was f ollj at work, the 
terminal station was a of flames 
and the fire had leaped aorOM to tite ad- 
ministration building. 

In 20 minutes the dome of this beauti- 
ful structure fill with a terrible roar 
and sparks a.id blazing brands were 
carried by the wind north ahd north- 
east to tho mines, electricity and agri- 
cultru"al buildings. The electricity 
building was the first to take fire. In a 
few minutes it was enveloped in flames 
and at 7:10 o'clock the glass roof col- 
lapsed and the iron frame work of tl^ 
Btmctnre fell in. 

At 7:16 the eact end of the mines and 
and mining building fell in, and the 
flames became M> fleim that the engine 
companies stationed between the elec- 
tricity and mines and mtning boildings 
had to fly for their lives. Engine Com- 
pany 18 was forced to abandon their 
enipne and had scarcely time to cat the 
horses from the traces. One of the ani- 
mals socoeeded in getting away, but the 
othfir was soffocafeed. Bereral handled 
feet of hose was also bnmed. 

The Are was commonicated almost 
simnltaneonsly to the transportation, 
the manufacturers and the agriooltoral 
bnildings. By hard work, however, the 
firemen succeeded in saving tiie greater 
part of the transportation building, but 
the other two bnildings were soon en- 
Telcped in flames, and by 9:16 o dock 
the last of the fhunework of each had 
fallen in. 

When the firemen first reached the 
spot an enpiiie company was detailed to 
revent tln' lire in the terminal Imildiiip 
rom coniniumcatinK with machinery 
hall. For some time the cHort was suc- 
cessful, but with the four immense 
Ktruetures ttie tiTUiinal building, the 
«'lectricity and the mines and mining 
biiildings and the administration build- 
ing on fire at the same time, the heat bo- 
came so intense that machinery hall was 
ignited also. The direction of the wind, 
iujwever, Ix-ing away from the building, 
enabled the firemen to save part of the 
Structure. 

An unknown man was burned to 
death. He, with a companion, was 
standing uixm one of the conduits 
through which fiowcr wa.s transmitted 
from tlK) ele<'trical building t^) tiie Mac- 
Mounies fountain. The roof of the con- 
duit, which was burning inside, caved 
in, letting both men into the flames. 
One of them was burned to death, and 
the other so ba<lly that he may die. 
Both were bookkeepers for Marshall 
Tield, and were present as spectalcn.
